The courses in Household Arts taught in Madison High School during the 
year 1926-27 include Foods and Cookery and First and Second Year Clothing for 
Freshmen and Sophomore girls, and Home Management and Advanced Sewing 
with Physiology as a science for Juniors and Seniors. 

Foods and Cookery deals with a study of foods, their composition, preservation, 
methods of cooking and effect on health. Practical lessons on food preservation, 
food preparation and the planning, cooking and serving of meals are types of labora- 
tory work done. 

The course in Home Management which is arranged with the purpose in view 
of giving girls some practical knowledge in the management of a home, includes 
such projects as the making of budgets, household accounts, time and labor sched- 
ules and business methods in the home. 

The Clothing courses include the study of textiles, the use of commercial and 
drafted patterns, designing and discussions on suitability, utility and economy. The 
Freshmen girls spent their laboratory periods making undergarments, children’s 
costumes and wash dresses. The Sophomore girls made wool dresses, sport dresses 
and did one made-over problem. The advanced sewing is a new course this year, 
the Junior girls making silk afternoon or sport dresses, party dresses and a choice 
garment. The Senior girls made their graduation costumes consisting of class day, 
sermon and graduation dresses. j 

The summer club work is one of the important features of Vocational Home 
Economics. Last summer sixty-one girls were enrolled in seven projects, sixty com- 
pleting the work. Some of the activities the clubs engaged in after the completion 
of their projects were the club camp, the club exhibit at the Inter-State Fair, the 
local exhibit and Achievement day program at the High School, and a demonstration 
before the rural section of the North Central Teachers’ Association in South Bend.

Agriculture 


It is now a pretty well recognized fact that if a person is not capable of doing 
anything else, he also is unfit for the occupation of farming. The rapid steps that 
have been made in the development of farm machinery and conveniences have placed 
living conditions in the country on an equal plane with city life and the increased 
responsibility calls for a considerable amount of study and managerial ability. 

It is no longer necessary for the farmer to reconcile himself to a life of 
drudgery if he takes advantage of the discoveries and practices of scientific agri- 
culture. Co-operation is one of the greatest movements working toward independence 
for the farmer. 

Vocational Agriculture at the Madison High School has as its basis the training 
of boys for life on the farm. We hope to develop citizens that will be a credit to 
the community in which they live. To do this it is the aim of the department to 
advance sound principles in the class room and apply them to project work carried 
out as individual problems on the home farm.

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Madison Township’s High School 


In the year of 1900, during the administration of the late George A. Birk as 
township trustee, the first high school of Madison Township was begun. The build- 
ing is well known to everyone; it is still standing on the high school property and 
ay oe as an apartment house for some of the people connected with the present 
school. 

School opened in the fall of 1900 with the lower room occupied by the first 
seven grades. The upper room was used for the high school and eighth grade under 
the direction of Mr. A. C. Steele of North Liberty as principal. Fourteen freshmen 
enrolled in the school to take the two-year course offered. The first year, Algebra, 
English, Ancient History and beginning Latin were taught. 

The second year of school offered Geometry, Caesar, English Literature, History 
and Physical Geography. This year there were six new Freshmen enrolled and 
Mr. O. V. Wolfe of Walkerton was principal. After completing the two-year course, 
eight of the fourteen who attended the first year were graduated. ‘They were Edward 
Zeiger, Paul Mutti, Warren Shennefield, Forrest Grise, Cora and Christena 
Schmeltz, Ethel Zeiger and Ruth Helmick. | 

After the third year of school, during which Mr. Chas. Wright was principal, 
the high school was discontinued, and the building was used for the eight grammar 
grades until the pupils were transferred to the new high school building in 1924.
